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HIGH COURT'S RULING 
ON STATE'S RIGHT 


TO PROBE REDS 


Infringement’ of Rights

CONCORD—A U. S. Supreme Court ruling limit- 
ing the right of the states to punish those who advo- 
cate the overthrow of the government was condemned 
by Gov. Lane Dwinell here yesterday as an “infringe- 


ment” of states’ rights. 

Governor Dwinell said he 
favored an amendment to the 
federal sedition law which 
would make it clear that the 
states have the right to inves 
tigate and prosecute subver- 
sives. 

U. S. Sen. Styles Bridges has 
reported that corrective legisla- 
tion will be submitted to Con- 
gress next week. A bill amend- 
ing the federal law has been 
prepared by Atty. Gen. Louis 
Cc. Wyman. 

Governor Dwinell reported 
he was aware of the pending 
Congressional action and said 
he endorsed it. He is “very’ 
much in accord” with changing 
the Smith Act, he said. 


Disturbing Decision 

“The U. S. Supreme Court: 
decision was disturbing to me,” 
Governor Dwinell said, “be- 
cause not only did it seem to 
greatly restr the rights of 
the states to carry on investi- 
gations of subversive activities, 
but equally important, it 
seemed to have far reaching 
implications on the whole ‘con- 
cept of the relationship be 
tween the states and the feder- 
al gevernment.” 

It appears to be an “infringe- 
ment” on the rights of the 





states to manage their own af- 
fairs, Governor Dwinell said. 

Governor Dwinell added that 
he also felt the states should 
have the power to continuc 
their subversive probes. 

For Common Protection 

He pointed out that the gov- 
ernments o: the individual 
states and the federal govern- 
ment are similar 
American 
so interlocked that it is in the 
common protection of all that 
the states retain their powers 
to investigate. 

Earlier this week Senator 
Bridges also reported that he 
was disturbed by the Supreme 
Court decision and Atty. Gen. 
Wyman called it a “body blow 
to the twin causes of anti-com- 
munism and states’ rights.” 


The Supreme Court ruled 
that the stgtes’ do not have the 
authority to prosecute those 
who advocate the- overthrow 
of the federal government. The: 
decision was made in connéc- 
tion with an appeal of the 
Pennsylvania sedition law. Wy- 
man appeared before the na- 
tion’s highest court to argue 
on behalf of the Pennsylvania 
law. The N. H. Supreme Court: 
has ruled this state’s sedition 
law as constitutional.

McCarthy Defends 
STATES RIGHTS 


On April 6 Sen. McCarthy (R., Wis.) accused the Supreme 
Court of an “unwarranted invasion of state sovereignty” in 
its decision that individual states cannot prosecute those accused 
of sedition against the United States. McCarthy went on to say 
that for 30 years, States have played an important part in 
ae and prosecuting those involved in the Communist 
conspiracy. 

The Court’s decision, McCarthy said, ‘‘not only cripples efforts 
to prosecute Communists, it also implies a denial of the state 
rights to investigate Communists,”* 

McCarthy then stated that he would offer a bill in the Senate 
which will explicitly recognize the concurrent jurisdiction of the 
States in the anti-subversion field and which, he added, ‘‘will 
leave no doubt about the intent of Congress.”’
